Neck Was Cause of Death. 

A coroner’s jury enquiring into 
cause of death of William Pryde, 
fatally injured in the McGillivray 
mine on Monday, May 21, found 
that deceased came to his death 
by accident and that no blame could 
be attached to anyone. 

Coroner Donald MacPherson pre¬ 
sided over a jury comprising six 
Blairmore men: Magnus Oppell 
(foreman), Charles Shaw, John 
Angus MacDonald, William Gray, 
Matt Burrell and Per Naslund. 

Dr. Haworth gave evidence of 
being called to the mine, seeing 
the patient and listen to him com¬ 
plain of a pain in his neck. The 
patient was taken to hospital by 
ambulance where further examina¬ 
tion revealed a fracture of the cer- 
bical vertebra causing total para¬ 
lysis of the lower limbs. A plaster 
of parie collar was moulded about 
the injured neck. Permission of the 
Workmen’s Compensation Board 
was received to remove the injured 
man to Calgary. Death came to the 
patient at 9 p.m. Tuesday at about 
ten miles north of Macleod while 
enroute to Calgary. 

Mack. Stigler identified the body 
as that of William Pryde. 

Arthur E. Graham, McGillivray 
engineer, presented blue prints of 
the place in-which the accident oc¬ 
curred. 

Peter Sprlak, partner of deceas¬ 
ed, told of the two men having 
worked on their own sides of the 
room. At the moment of accident 
he was not looking at Pryde, but 
heard coal fall, he turned around 
to see Pryde under some coal. 
Pryde told him he had been hurt. 
Sprlak stayed with Pryde and call¬ 
ed for help, which was answered 
by his next place workers. The 
injured man was shortly placed on 
a stretcher and taken from the 
mine. Sprlak stated that the coal 
which did strike Pryde fell about 
a distance of two feet. He testified 
that the roof was solid. 

Dan Lemecha, who worked near¬ 
by Pryde’e place, told of hearing 
Sprlak’s cries for help. Upon arri¬ 
val he saw Pryde half sitting with 
Sprlak holding him. There was 
little coal in evidence. Pryde had 
told him that his collar bone was 
broken. He was of the opinion that 
the coal which hit Pryde came from 
between the two miners. 

Lemecha stated that there was 
little to indicate the seriousness of 
the injured man’s injuries, Pryde 
having stated he could feel his 
arms and legs. 


the morning of the accident and 
finding it in good working order 
and had reported same. He credited 
Pryde and Sprlak good men as re¬ 
gards safety. 

Henry Urwin, day fireboss, had 
inspected the place at 8.30 that 
morning and had found its condi¬ 
tion good. 

Sprlak was called back to the 
stand to determine the time at 
which the accident took place. He 
estimated deceased received his in¬ 
juries at 10:46 a.m. and that he 
was out of the mine before 12 

After some deliberation the jury 
came back with the accidental 
death verdict.

Dr. Lies enter Reports 
On T.B. Clinic Results . . . 


As a result of the TB X-ray 
Clinic held in Coleman recently, 
reports of these chest examinations 
have been sent to all those persons 
showing defects. By far the great¬ 
er number were found among mine 
workers, who showed evidence of 
fibrosis in one or both lungs; in 
some, silicosis was suspected. 

The tests revealed about 8 cases 
of suspected tuberculosis, with 3 


or 4 showing an active condition. 
About 6 children were advised to 
have a tuberculosis test to deter¬ 
mine their susceptibility to the dis¬ 
ease. 

The majority of these cases have 
been advised to be X-rayed at var¬ 
ious intervals. No action on the 
part of these people is advised until 
definite instructions are received 
from Calgary or the local doctors.

Coleman Meeting; Movies 
Shown of Bracken’s Career. 

Stanley Wyatt, Progressive-Con¬ 
servative candidate in the Macleod 
federal riding, and A. L. Smith, 
candidate in Calgary West federal 
riding, adressed a political meet¬ 
ing in the Community hall on Wed¬ 
nesday evening. Maurice Cooke was 
chairman. 

Mr. Wyatt spoke of his early ex¬ 
periences in the Pass, having laid 
steel through here early in the cen¬ 
tury. He stated Bracken was de¬ 
termined that the basic industries 
of Canada should have better rep¬ 
resentation than in the past. 

He stood for better prices for the 
farm and better working conditions 
for Labor, so that many would be 
comfortably well off and there’d 
be few rich. He had already placed 
the Pincher Creek to Maple Leaf 
road in front of Bracken and had 
advocated that it be considered a 
link connecting Canada’s national 
parks, which would be a boon to 
the tourist industry through here. 

He was in favor of a sane and 
practical coal policy. Central Can¬ 
ada imports coal from the Pennsly- 
vania coal fields and he favored 
western Canada exporting ton for 
ton with the western States to 
match that imported in Central 
Canada. 

The Macleod riding was among 
the richest ridings in the Dominion 
and yet had not been represented 
by a member of the government in 
twenty years. 

A. L. SMITH, K.C. 

Mr. Smith was on firm ground 
throughout his entire speech, which 
dwelt mainly with the coal indus¬ 
try, miners and subventions. He is 
solicitor for District 18, UMWA, 
and is in a position to know what 
the miner faces, what steps have 
and are being taken to help and the 
attitude of the federal government 
as regards the coal industry and 
subventions. 

He voiced his confidence in win¬ 
ning his own riding of west Cal¬ 
gary, and voiced his intention, of 
going to Ottawa to help the men 
who work underground. In this 
work he must have help and asked 
his audience’s support in electing 
Mr. Wyatt. 

He stated quite frankly that 
neither himself nor Mr. Bracken 
had a coal policy at the present 
time. He drew attention to the Car- 
roll coal commission which is sit¬ 
ting at the present time. The report 
which this- commission submits, 
should his party gain power, will 
be brought before parliament and 
from it a coal policy formulated 
for Canada. He stated that as far 
as the Pass coal field was concerned 
it was a question of markets, the 
CPR being the major customer to¬ 
day. His government would also 
have a complete re-examination of 
freight rates, not only for coal, 
but for all other goods, quoting 
instances where the freight rate 
varies according to the opposition 
met in certain areas. 

As regards coal shipment sub¬ 
ventions it was his candid opinion 
that these subventions be granted 
for a period of five years and not 
the one-year contract which exists 
at present, thus giving operators a 
chance of development of their 
mines over a longer period. Mining 
he described as a specialized busi¬ 
ness, wages for which should be 
paid accordingly. 

He believed in the capitalist sys¬ 
tem and profit. 

His party was opposed to com¬ 
pany controlled unions and stated 
that only the most powerful and 
richest unions could talk on equal 
footing with the employers. 

All parties were interested in 
Canada’s future and thus had the 
same goals. Their only differences 
was in the method of achieving 
these goals. 

Of Serial Credit the Progressive- 
Conservative party differed with it 
on the matter of a national divi¬ 
dend and since it did not have suf¬ 
ficient candidates in the race it 
could not gain a majority. 

Of the CCF he stated that his 


Thomas had been trying for the 
past thirty years at least to win 
the presidency by the same argu¬ 
ments that ar e being put forth by 
the CCF in Canada. The States had 
turned it down. 

The LPP leader, Tim Buck, had 
publicly stated his party will assist 
Mackenzie King to form the next 
government. Thus he had proved 
that the LPP was only a second 
string in the Liberal party. 

Some of the worthwhile legisla¬ 
tion brought into effect in 1944 by 
the Liberals had been promised in 
1919, according to Mr. Smith. 

The Conservatives and Liberals 
differed in the manpower problem. 
The Progressive - Conservatives 
would not ask those men who saw 
action in Europe to fight against 
Japan while 50,000 NRNA troops 
lived the life of Riley in Canada. 

In conclusion he scored the Que¬ 
bec Liberal who had attacked a 
member of the Bracken family for 
allegedly evading military training 
despite the fact that Bracken’s son 
was the father of five children and 
worked in a munitions plant. 

Of the 204 Progressive-Conserv¬ 
ative candidates in the field, 92 of 
them are veterans of either the first 
war or the present.

The British admiralty reveals that 
the battleship Queen Elizabeth was 
damaged by a torpedo in January, 
1942. 

The historic Jamaica! Inn, old-time 
haunt of smugglers on Bodmin Moor 
in Cornwall, England, has been put 
up for sale. 

Gen. de Gaulle has decided to place 
Hitler’s bullet-proof Mercedes-Benz, 
captured by French troops at Berch- 
tesgaden, in a war museum.

"Since its foundation in 1804' 
the Bible Society has issued more 
than 532,544,000 copies of the 
Scriptures. Of these about 129,- 
284,000 have been in English.”

out note or comment”. 

Figures from the American Bible | 
Society for 1944 show 12,403,541 
copies of the Scriptures distributed— 
a record for this 129-year-old organ¬ 
ization. 

To the ordinary reader it would 
seem that shortly—at this rate— 
everyone in the world would know, 
first hand, the Scriptures as we in 
the free countries are privileged to 
read them.

Strange Gift 

Story Of A Trophy Tliat Was 
Presented To Nelson 
A newspaper report that the late 
Sir Hickman Bacon, premier baronet 
and eccentric millionaire, was found 
to have stored his coffin at Thonock 
Hall, Gainsborough, for many years 
recalls the curious story of a gift 
to Nelson. 

After the Battle of the Nile, when 
the French flagship L’Orient was de¬ 
stroyed in circumstances best known 
by the poem about the boy on the 
burning deck, some of her timbers 
were recovered as souvenirs. Captain 
Hallowell. in command of H.M.S. 
Swiftsure, had a coffin fashioned from 
her mainmast and sent it to Nelson 
with an explanatory letter. It was, 
he said, his earnest wish that "when 
you have finished your military 
career in this world you may be 
buried in one of your trophies.”

Wobick And Morrison Speak On 
C.C.F. Policies To Local Audience; 
Critize King Government 


Morrison Predicts Conservatives 

Will Only Win 40 Seats 

Throughout Dominion. 

The CCF will bring in a new 
social order based on justice and 
humanity, stated O. E. Wobick, C 
CF candidate in the Macleod fed¬ 
eral riding, at a meeting held in 
the Community hall on Sunday 
evening. 

Mr. Wobick defined a true 
democracy as comprising a politi¬ 
cal, social and economic democracy. 

He claimed CCF socialist govern¬ 
ment to be in direct contrast to 
a capitalist government. During 
the past thirty years he claimed 
that ten years had seen major war, 
ten years of depression and ten 
years of capitalist prosperity.

A Vital Industry 

SCARCITY OF LABOR AND MACHINERY are problems with which 
all Canadian producers have had to contend since 1939, and it is unlikely 
that any other industry has been more seriously affected by these difficulties 
than agriculture. After the outbreak cf war, several hundred thousand 
men and women left Canadian farms to enter the armed services or t6 work 
in essential industries. This created a critical shortage of farm labor 
at a time when it was imperative that production levels be not only main¬ 
tained, but raised, to fulfill the increased demands for meat and other food 
products both at home and abroad. Figures show, however, that the num¬ 
ber of men gainfully employed on farms increased from 985,000 in 1943 to 
1,025.000 in 1944, and that in the same period the number of women between 
the ages of 14 and 64 living on farms rose from 765,000 to 780,000. 

With the end of hostilities in Europe there will 
Marketing No doubtless be a further easing of both the labor situa- 
Problem Now tion alld the shorta & e of farm tools and machinery. 

Marketing, often a serious problem to farmers in 
normal times, is one with which Canadian farmers are not likely to have 
to deal for some time. Agreements now in effect for shipping beef, bacon, 
cheese, eggs and other foodstuffs to the United Kingdom will be in effect 
for two years, and the quantities of products required for this purpose 
are enormous. In 1944 food shipments from Canada to Britain included 
80,704,650 bushels of wheat, 695.000,000 pounds of bacon, 5,629 659 barrels 
of flour, 128,872.900 pounds of cheese, 132,000.000 pounds of beef, and many 
other items. The British Ministry of Food has asked for as much of these 
products in i945 as was shipped in 1944, and in addition, all the surplus 
beef and pork which can be supplied.

civilians here and also to supply the armed 
forces in the Dominion. There have been other heavy demands on Canada's 
food supply during wartime, including the packing of Rod Cross Prisoner 
of War boxes and the "victualling" of the great fleets of merchant ships 
departing from our harbors. These ships, often numbering 100 a week, 
have been supplied with food not only for the outward voyage, but often 
for the return trip as well, since they were frequently bound for foreign 
ports where food was scarce and could not be secured as readily as was 
possible here. Canada has also been shipping food to other United Nations, 
including Russia, Greece, North Africa and the liberated countries of 
Europe. These facts all show that farming in Canada has been a war 
industry of the first rank. They also show that although the fighting 
in Europe has ended, the Canadian farmer will have to continue for some 
time to produce on the same scale as he did during the war. It is to be 
hoped, however, that he will labor under less difficult^ in respect to man¬ 
power and machinery as the country as a whole gradually reverts to more 
normal conditions. ,

An R.A.F. expedition has departed j 
for Iceland to begin a series of flights 
over the Geographic and Magnetic ! 
North Poles for scientific purposes, 
the British air minstry announced. 

The party is flying in the Lancaster i 
"Aries” which flew around the world 
and toured America, Canada and 
South Africa last autumn. 

Plans call for a flight over the 
land. Other flights will be made to 
Geographic Pole and return to Ice¬ 
land. Other flights will be made over’ 
the magnetic Pole to Canada and 
from Canada over the Magnetic Pole j 
to Britain. 

The specific objects of the flight 
will be to study navigation conditions] 
imposed by Polar flying, to examine 
behaviours of compasses, radar in¬ 
stallations and other instruments and 
to collect magnetic and moteorologi- 1 
cal data. 

The Lancaster carries special ( 
equipment and enough suppiles to 
maintain the party for four weeks.

A.—Yes, the clerks are instructed 
to remove the coupons which became 
valid before you applied for the book. 
The book only contains coupcns from 
the date of application because it is 
taken for granted that a person docs 
not require ration coupcns until he 
or she applies for the ration book. 

Q. My landlord has just given me 
a six months’ notice’ to vacate the 
house I rent frem him. He says he 
needs the quarters for his daughter 
and son-in-law. Can he do this? 

A. Your landlord has given you 
the proper notice to vacate, on the 
proper grounds, but if the notice falls 
due any time between September 30th 
and the following April 30th. you are 
legally permitted to stay where you 
are until next April 30th. 

Q. -Does brown sugar take the 
same number of coupons as white 
sugar? 

A.—Yes. One regular sugar coupon 
will purchase one pound of any kind 
of sugar. Each preserves coupon is 
good for half a pound. 

Q.—I am leaving for my summer 
cottage early in June and would be 
only too glad to rent my city home 
furnished for four months but I un¬ 
derstand I have to give six months' 
notice to a tenant to vacate, and of 
course, I couldn't possibly be placed 
in that awkw'ard position. 

A. If you rent your quarters for a 
period of five months cr less, you 
enter into what is called a "term cer¬ 
tain lease" with your tenant, and can 
regain possession of your quarters 
without the six months' notice to 
vacate. Ycu just reclaim your ac¬ 
commodation at the end of the period 
for which you have rented. Such a 
rentals provision is absolutely neces¬ 
sary for people who rent their hemes 
and apartments while they are away 
for the summer.

STORY OF BLOODLESS CAPTURE 
OF A GERMAN TRAWLER BY 
A CANADIAN MINESWEEPER 


A BRITISH PORT.- The story of 
the bloodless capture of a German 
trawler by the Canadian Bangor- 
class minesweeper Thunder in the 
Bay of Biscay a few days before 
V-E day and how the Canadians 
boarded the enemy craft and sailed 
her home under her own steam, was 
released by the navy. 

A Canadian prize crew under 
Lieut. Art Moore of Digby. N.S., re¬ 
moved the German crew and tcok 
command. For two days they sweat¬ 
ed to keep ftie trawler up with an 
Allied flotilla on the rough. 400-mile 
haul home. 

Cheers and whistles greeted them 
as they steamed their prize into a 
British harbor, the fourth enemy ship 
to be captured and brought to pert 
by the Canadian navy in this war. 

The H.M.C.S. Thunder, commanded 
by Cmdr. Herman Mackay of Hali¬ 
fax and Pictou, N.S., was operating 
with other Canadian ’sw-eepers and 
the French navy when a low-flying 
French plane, its pilot waving wildly, 
drew her attention to the enemy ship. 

Thunder, part of the 31gt Cana¬ 
dian minesweeping flotilla approached 
warily and saw the unidentified craft 
flying a white flag. Hails in various 
foreign languages brought no reply 


and the Canadian ship brought her | 
guns to bear. Suddenly the enemy 
crew-, crowded on the fo-castle head, i 
threw up their hands and the cap¬ 
tain of the trawler called through the 
loud hailer that his command was

Boats were lowered as Thunder 
hove to. The Canadian boarding 
party under Lieut. Moore sent the 
German crew back to Thunder, took 
over the captured trawler and later 
began the voyage home in company ' 
of the flotilla. 

Back in port, the German crew 
were led away blindfolded, prison¬ 
ers cf war. Lieut. Moore disclosed 
that two bombs had been found 
aboard the trawler and had been 
tossed overboard by the Canadians.

Changed Situations Affect Canada’s 
Mutual Aid Tact With Russia 

OTTAWA. Representatives of 
Soviet Russia and the Canadian gov¬ 
ernment have opened negotiations to 
deal with matters arising out of the 
changed situations affecting mutual 
aid as a result of the end cf the war 
in Europe, it was learned. 

The protocol under which Cana¬ 
dian extended mutual aid to Russia 
will end June 30, but it provided for 
discontinuance with the end of hos¬ 
tilities. Canada’s mutual aid pacts 
with each of the United Nations had 
the same provision, but the others 
are at war with Japan, and, accord¬ 
ingly. the agreements still are in 
effect. The other agreements are

OTTAWA - Canadians living west 
of the Great Lakes were warned to 
watch for unexplcded bombs dropped 
bv big unmanned Japanese-launched 
balloons during "the last several 
months." 

Defence headquarters in making 
the announcement, said they were 
disclosing "sporadic long range bal¬ 
loon attacks," .long kept secret for 
security reasons, in the interest of 
national safety and taking a chance 
on letting the enemy know that some 
of the balloons had reached this con¬

The army warned, however, that if 
casualties occurred they should not 
be connected with Japanese balloon 
attacks. 

It was reliably learned from another 
source that one of the first balloons 
was discovered by the children of a 
prairie farmer. 

The children had made a fire and 
were just about to threw bombs they 
had found into the flames when the 
fanner, a First Great War gunner.

! and informed police. 

I Aircraft flying across western Can- 
i ada and the western United States 
all carry flying orders to be on the 
watch for ballocns. There have been 
, occasions when R.C.A.F. planes have 
joined in the search for balloons re¬ 
ported sighted hv ground outposts. 

The defence headquarters state¬ 
ment indicated the balloons were set 
adrift in Japan and carried in wind 
currents at between 80 and 100 miles 
a day to Ncrth America. 

"These attacks,” said the state¬ 
ment, "are so scattered and aimless 
that they constitute no military 
threat. They should not be viewed 
with alarm.” 

Carrying a few small bombs, the 
unmanned balloons float without 
control, their main purpose believed 
to be to set brush and forest fires. 

The balloons are gray, white or 
greenish-blue paper, about 33 feet in 
diameter.
